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St. Francis Seminary successful, unique 


Our future priests trained to fit the times

You wouldn’t be able to tell a seminarian 
from any other young man on the University 
of San Diego campus. Up to eight years ago 


_ they were marked by their black shirt and 


pants, then by black pants alone, then by 


somber dress styles. Now they look just like - 


any other student. 


But that’s where the likeness stops. While 
the other students at the coeducational 
Catholic university go home, or to the men’s 
or women’s “‘dorms,’’ the 35 seminarians 
presently registered at St. Francis Seminary, 
become a separate community every 
evening. B 

THE DIOCESAN seminary—one of Bishop 
Charles F. Buddy’s fondest projects—thrives 
today, having survived the vicissitudes of the 
’S0s’ 60s. Now in the ’70s it stands out as a 
remarkably successful—even unique— 
seminary.

a degree unimaginable in Bishop Buddy’s 


day. No longer an isolated, restricted 


community of young men, the seminarians of 
1974 mix freely like other young students at 
the coeducational college. 


THEIR LIVING conditions—three to an 
apartment, with a faculty member in an 
adjacent quarters—allow freedom within the 
natural restraint of their communal 
existence. They come together—at their own 
wish—for prayers in the early morning, 
before classes. They come together, both as a 
discipline and as a_ truly worshiping 
community, every evening for vespers, 
Mass, recreation and the evening meal. 


“It’s unique in so many ways,”’ says rector 
Father Lawrence Purcell, part of the ‘‘new 
breed’’ himself. ‘‘It’s unique in its faculty 
relationship, in its style of community living 
and in the spiritual and other formation 
processes.”’ 


‘“Take the faculty,’’ he points out. ‘‘None 
of them actually teaches the seminarians. It 
is not a seminary where the young men go to 
be schooled in academics by priest-teachers. 
They get their education from required 
courses at USD. But the faculty of the 
seminary are there to concentrate on the 
human and spirtitual formation of each 
student. 


_ “THE PRIESTS on the faculty give a good 
example, and are skilled in good direction.”’ 
Father Purcell himself a 1965 graduate of the 
‘diocesan seminary, is noticeably proud of the 
fact that all faculty members are also “home 
grown,’’ from. our own seminary. 


They include Fathers Neal Dolan, 
vocations director; Frank Fawcett, diaconate 
director; Phillip Straling, Synod and Newman 
director; Dennis Krouse, teaching theology 
at USD, and James McGray, who teaches 
philosophy at USD. 

Apart from the material fact that their 
salaries are therefore not charged to the 
seminary, these priests bring pastoral and 
specialist advice to the counseling they give 
the seminarians. ‘‘There’s a balance of age

Catholic schools administrators told 


Education programs needed to end war

What is the contribution of Catholic 
schools to education for progress towards an 
end to war? 


This question was put in San Diego to more 
than 200 delegates to the annual meeting of 
the department of Chief Administrators of 
Catholic Education (CACE) of the National 


Catholic Educational Association this week. - 


POSING THE question, Robert Pickus, 
president of the World Without War Council, 
said children who began their formal 
education this fall will be 31 years old in the 
year 2000, and will live most of their lives in a 
new century. 


“But only optimists can make that 
statement,’’ he said. ‘‘It is no longer simply 
the Damoclean threat of nuclear weapons 
that intervenes. Too many other dooms 
compete. 


‘Food, water, energy, so many of the 
requisites of life today constitute global 
problems—problems which threaten human 
survival and which can be solved only on a 
global scale.”’ 


HE TOLD the Catholic educators’ and 
administrators that ‘‘there is an enormous 
gap between Pope Paul VI’s passionate cry 
before the United Nations of ‘War no more. 
War never again,’ and the level in Catholic 
schools of thought, analysis, planning of 


- education devated to realizing that goal.’ 


Pickus asked the meeting of chief 


administrators ‘‘to begin a process that could 
improve Catholic schools’ contribution to 
education for progress toward an end to war. 


‘Is it too much to ask men and women 
beset with the array of problems confronting 
Catholic administrators to undertake so 
difficult an educational task?” he asked. And 
answered, ‘‘It is. But it is not too much to ask 
those committed to a ministry of hope to 
provide leadership for the needed begin- 
ning.

Lifelines 
Advances in medicine and the decline of infectious diseases 
and nutritional deficiencies have shown that an increasing 


proportion of death in childhood are from disorders which are 
almost. entirely genetic in origin. 


In 43 states including California, mandatory genetic 
screening is provided for newborns for phenylketonuria 
(PKU), an-inborn error of metabolism. In contrast to the PKU 
screening required by law, screening done for the purposes of 
reproductive counseling is voluntary. Persons seeking genetic 
information have the right to decide what action to take. 


This usually involves studying amniotic fluid at around 14 
weeks gestation, and the most frequent genetic abnormality 
recognized by this technique is mongolism. 


What a pity that such sophisticated diagnosis is not 
matched by excellent treatment. The only path open to 
mothers unwilling to accept the risk of having an affected 
child is pre-natal diagnosis with selective abortion of the 
affected fetuses. 


But for those of us who are willing to bear an affected child 
and accept God’s will, there will be the often difficult but 
always worthwhile task of caring for one of His, children. The 
worst thing that can happen to a fetus is abortion. The best 
thing that a little child can experience is love. And let us leave 


the driving to Him.

Religious education in diocese’ 
concerns the Priests’ Senate

The total religious educa- 
tion in the diocese came 
under close scrutiny by the 
Priests’ Senate at their 
meeting last week. 


In a full two-day senate 
session devoted to education 
in all its aspects, the priests 
heard presentations from 
representatives of the Uni- 
versity of San Diego, adult 
education, CCD and diocesan 
schools. 


CONCERN AT the direc- 
tion of religious education 
was expressed in a resolution 
setting up a special sub-com- 
mittee of seven ‘‘to investi- 
gate the ‘concept of total 
diocesan religious educa- 
tion.”’ 


The sub-committee will 
include two priests, two 
‘sisters and two laity and will 
have the diocesan officials in 
education as advisers. It will 


report by March next year. 

A presentation on the 
University of San Diego by 
president Dr. Author J. 
Hughes, resulted in extend- 
ed debate on the second day 
and several resolutions, par- 
ticularly concerned with the 
‘‘Catholicity’’ of the univers- 
ity. 

ONE RESOLUTION called 
for Bishop Leo T. Maher to 
be ‘“‘made aware of the 
widespread concern of 
priests, religious and laity 
about the Catholic character 


of USD.’’ The bishop is 
asked to ‘‘share this con- 
cern’’ with the board of 


trustees. 


Father William Mooney, 
senate president, told South- 
ern Cross that the senate was 
“very happy to have Dr. 
Hughes express his views, 
and through the dialogue 
established he is aware of the 
feelings of priests and oth-

Msgr. O'Leary dies 


-An Irish born priest who 
made his mark in the mission 
field and in the San Diego 
diocese died in Iréland Oct. 
15. 


He was Msgr. Joseph P. 
O’Leary, who retired from 
active work in the diocese in 
1964. 


HE HAD served as pastor 
of Holy Spirit church, San 
Diego, for 11 years, and 
previously had been pastor of 
St. Francis, Vista, and Our 
Lady of Mt. Carmel, San 
Ysidro. 


Msgr. O’Leary was born in 
Bantry, Co. Cork, Ireland in 
1891, and after ordination in 
1915 he volunteered for 
missionary work in the 
Hangchow province of China. 


He was instrumental in 
founding the Columban For- 
eign Mission - Society, and 
served on the Mission Coun- 
cil in Ireland and the United 
Statesiz. 


FROM 1925 until his 
arrival in San Diego diocese 
in 1939, he was managing 
editor of the Columban’s Far 
East magazine. He was 
named a domestic prelate 
(monsignor) in 1956.

ers,’’ Father Mooney said. 
“It is our hope that some- 
thing will be done to help the 
situation.”’ 

A further resolution asked 
USD to initiate a religious 
education program to ‘‘meet 
the needs of the diocesan 
community.’’ The senate felt 
that more needed to be done 
by the university to provide 
courses for religious-educa- 
tors ‘“‘by the spring of 1975, 
but no later than the fall of 
1975.”’ 

DR. HUGHES told SC that 
he appreciates the sugges- 
tions expressed by the 
priests’ senate in their resol- 
utions ‘‘because they under- 
score my own convictions 
that the university must 
continue to. strengthen its 
ties with the diocese and the 
Church.”’ _ : 

He said the goal is still that 
USD will ‘‘become the finest 
Catholic university on the 
West Coast.’’ He stated that 
they have ‘‘dramatically 
strengthened the program of 
the chaplain, the religious 
studies program is being 
revitalized and we have 
initiated the Catholic leader- 
ship scholarships for parish- 
es.”’ 

Presentations on adult ed- 
ucation were made by Sister 
Gail Lambers and Father

PICKUS, speaking on 
“justice and peace,’’ said

But he pointed out this is 
not the case with the

Father Francis told dele- 
gates that Catholic schools 
have responded ‘‘poorly, in 
most instances,’’ to the 
needs of minorities. 


HE BLAMED the testing 
systems, the lack of knowl- 
edge of minorities’ cultures 
and the general ‘‘white 
middle class"’ attitude and 
orientation of most teachers 
and tests.

Another workshop, Elec- 
tric Jesus, presented by 
Father Garrett Short and 
John Garrett Short, proved to 
be particularly popular with 
the teenage set—about 100 
participated.

He 
adds: ‘‘They promise to become the watershed. that 
divides the two eras of Christendom, the centuries of 
dismemberment and the age of reunion.’’ 


This is certainly one of the most thrilling and exciting 
times to be a Christian.

The fatted calf? 


To protest low livestock prices, members 
of the National Farmers’ Organization in 
Wisconsin last week shot more than 600 calves 
and buried the carcasses. 


They said it cost about 70 cents per 
pound to raise veal calves, and the market price 
offers them only 17 cents per pound. 


This highlights not only morally 
reprehensible waste of food when _ millions 
starve, but an aspect of our food production 
which needs much reform. 

Meat, bread and other staples pay the 
farmers very little in comparison with the price 
charged in the supermarkets. 

But between grower and consumer there 
is a whole infrastructure composed of unionized 
operations, high transportation costs, wasteful 
packaging and other incidentals which gouge 
both the farmer and the consumer. 


The slaughter and burial of 600 calves is 
only a symptom of a sick system. Christian 
stewardship demands that it be corrected. 
Wasting food is utterly wrong, but wasting 
resources through built-in, excessively 
unionized, structured costs is beyond sanction.

“One-man missionary team’ 


Encinitas parishioner tackles poverty of Mexican village 


Southern Cross Reporter 


ENCINITAS—The missionary zeal felt by , 
many Catholics peaked last week during the 
Mission sunday appeal. 


But for Dr. D.A. Guida relieving the plight 
of nearly 300 impoverished Mexican families 
living in a remote desert village some 70 
miles south of Mexicali has become a 
full-time apostolate. 


THE RETIRED physician and member of 
St. John’s parish here is a ‘‘one-man 
missionary team’’ according to his pastor, 
Msgr. Michael J. O’Connor. 


Msgr. O’Connor said Guida, ‘‘a ‘well- 
known and well-loved parishioner,’’ spends 
four or five days south of the border every 
two weeks in addition to ‘‘the time he.spends 
collecting food, clothing and shoes for the 
villagers.”’ 


At age 64, with the vitality and 
appearance of a man 20 years his junior, he 
has launched a project which, when 
completed, will replace the-villagers’ mud 
huts with concrete block duplexes. 


- “THE DUPLEXES aren’t much by 
American standards,’’ he said. ‘‘Construc- 
tion is very simple and each unit has three 
rooms, each 12 feet square. Six of the 
buildings are now completed and 60 to 70 
more must be built to complete the project. 


Guided. by Guida, who . apprenticed 
himself to a contractor friend to learn how to 
construct the buildings, the people of the 
village do most of the work. 


“The villagers are all willing workers,’’ he 


explains, “but they have absolutely no idea 
how to do things and can do nothing unless 


someone is there to show them how.”’ 
ANOTHER PROJECT currently underway 
and nearly completed is a water supply 
system. B.G. (before Guida), the village had 
no source of water and the people carried 


what they needed for drinking, cooking, . 


cleaning and bathing from a distant canal. 


A source of fresh water was found, a well 
was dug, a pump installed and pipe layed to 
bring the water into the village. For the first 
time the people can draw fresh water from 
faucets in different parts of the community. 


As a result of the plumbing project, the 
people also have a building equipped with 
toilets and showers, also a first for the 
village. 


THE CREDIT for this work, according to 
Guide, goes to Passionist Brother Kevin 
O’Malley from Chicago and his Corps of 
Passionist Volunteers, a group of Catholic 
college students between the ages of 18 and 
Ds 


Brother Kevin came to me two years ago 
and asked if there was some way they could 
help,’’ Dr. Guida said. “‘It was agreed that 
his group would come down for two weeks in 
the summer and help with the construction. 


“*He has been coming down every summer 
since then and his people have done much of 
the work on the water system and have 
donated more than $7,000 for the project.’’ 


DESCRIBING the living conditions of the 
villagers, Guida said, ‘‘The principal diet of 
the people is beans and tortillas. They do 
raise chickens, turkeys, some pigs and goats 
for milk and meat for big celebrations. 


“The only source of income the people 
have is picking cotton for three weeks or a

month once a year. And they think it is really 
something if they can earn. $3 or $4 a day 
during this, period.”’ 

He said every family has a rosary, and that 
the people have a rosary service each night. 
“They have a special devotion to Mary and 
have dedicated the work being done in the 
village to the Blessed Virgin. 


“THE VILLAGE church is simple and has 
only a large cross and two angels. We would 
really like to get a pair of statues four or five 
feet high of. the Blessed Virgin and the 
Sacred Heart for the church. 


“‘Once the statues have been donated, the 
people plan to hold a parade and Mass of 
Thanksgiving to Mary for the work that has 
been done for them.”’ 


‘““WORK PANTS and shoes for the men 
would be very useful,’’ he said, ‘‘but if 
anyone would like to donate such items I ask 
them to please make sure they are whole, in 
good shape and clean.

and of pastoral experience,’’ said the rector. 
‘We're not just giving an ideal picture of a 
priest and his apostolate.”’ 


THE SEMINARIANS range from freshmen 
straight from high school, starting their four 
years at USD, to graduate students who have 
decided later to answer the call to the priest- 
hood. 


Ages range from 17 to 28 in the current 
group. And whatever their academic 
qualifications, each graduate student must 
spend at least one year at St. Francis before 
going on to theology studies at St. Patrick’s, 
Menlo ~- Park, Catholic University, 
Washington, Rome or other theologates. 


Normally seminarians major in philosophy 
at USD. During their later years they are 
attached to parishes to gain experience in 
pastoral activities. This usually occupies their 
weekends, or other spare moments in their 
academic schedule. 


“In the old days the accent was on 
academics, to the exclusion of participation 
- in life,’’ recalled Father Purcell. ‘‘Then came 
Vatican II and it changed this, with many 
other things. The temporary diaconate was 
restored as a full training period, too, before 
final ordination. 


“NOW WE ARE coming to a_ healthy 
balance in the priesthood between ‘trained 
theologians’ and men who know what’s 
required in parishes,’’ he said. 


The rapport between students and their 
personal counselors, or spiritual directors, is 
close and important. “‘The co-ed university 
teaches them the academics,’’ said the young 
looking rector, ‘We look after their other 
formation.”’ 


He meets with all students weekly. The 
community of faculty priests—almost a team 
ministry—meets for planning, evaluation and 
policy every week. 


“It’s a happy breed of priests,’’ Father 
Purcell states with pride. 


To see them as they join the young men for

AND TO THIS END each candidate 
submits to a_ selection process which 
includes: parish priest, seminary rector or 
vocations director, retreats for pre-seminary 
entrance, seminary board, psychological 
testing and recommendation to the bishop. 


“The psychological testing helps the’ 
student prepare himself,’’ says Father 
Purcell. ‘‘It is very important, but on its own 
would not be a factor against acceptance. 
However, students undergo another test 
prior to theology training, to see how they’ve 
matured or changed.”’ 


In a recent report made by the U.S. 
Bishops’ Committee on Liturgy it was found 
that liturgical education offered in most 
seminaries is not given a sufficiently 
important place in the studies of most 
seminaries. 


“WE'RE WAY AHEAD of many,” 
challenges Father Purcell. “‘For instance, in 
Father Dennis Krouse we have a trained 
liturgist.

Whose is the glory? 


As women will, we were talking. ..about 
the search for status and power and the 
likelihood that it may masquerade as 
social concern and political or religious 
mission. 

We have grown cynical of late, listening 
to pious platitudes from politicians, and 
specious moral claims. Some of us are 
deeply suspicious of social activism. We 
have regrettably come to the conclusion 
that all too frequently, prominent men 
appear to be engaged less in the pursuit of 
public good than private profit. 


THE THOUGHT has sometimes pre- 
occupied me, when observing certain 
evangelical preachers, that perhaps the 
eloquence is a little too fiery, the effect 
rather to stagey, the collection basket 
somewhat too prominent. 


That they. are conscious of the immense 
power of the Word of God seems 
undisputable; that they have the facility to 
activate that power in the hearts of their 
congregation appears undeniable. But, | 
wonder, is it truly all for the glory of God? 


The tendency to seek self-aggrandize- 
ment and personal profit through the 
proclamation of the Word is possibly the 
greatest temptation for those who assume 
leadership roles in the churches. 


NONE OF US, being human, and 
self-seeking, is immune to that most 
prevalent of human delusions—that we 
are serving God, when in fact, we may be 
merely inviting him to serve us. 


Today, when the amorality and atheism 
that seems to be making frightening 
inroads into the philosophy of people and 
nations, have sent countless thousands on 
an urgent search for reassurance of the 
acting presence of God in the world, there 
is a particular danger of their exploitation 
by self-serving ‘‘leaders.’’ 


Thierry Maertens, speaking of the 
hypocrisy of the Pharisees, says, ‘‘instead 
of leading men to God, he is turning their 
gaze to himself. His object is to be 


noticed, even when he has ceased to 


realize this himself.” © ; aa 

THIS IS THE kind of spiritual 
perversion that called forth the most 
cutting rebuke, the only real invective 
from Jesus himself, during the years of his 
ministry. 


It is the ubiquitous and original sin—to — 


attempt to usurp the place and prerogative 
of God, to use his work and power to 
further our own ambition. We latter-day 
Christians are no more strangers to this 
subtle form of pride, than the Jews of old. 


It is easy to overlook God when we are 
riding the crest of success and public 
recognition and our own image looms so 
large in our view-finder, ° 


RELIGION NOT only has great power, it 
is great power. Christianity is both the 
channel and the reality of power—to move 
mountains, change men’s hearts and 
renew their lives. It is a power which may 
rightly be called upon by those humble 
enough to recognize its source and affirm 
the subjugation of all things and persons 
to that. source. 


It occurred to me that with the new 
emphasis on evangelical movements 
within the Church, on the healing ministry 
and the rapid spread of prayer groups and 
communities, there is a need carefully to 
discern the genuine calling of those who 
aspire to lead. 


With the new concept of ministry in the 
Church opening more avenues of service 
and public recognition of such service, it is 
reasonable to anticipate that the drive for 
status and self-projection may from time 
to time announce itself in terms of 
vocation. . 


THERE IS, | think, only one reason for 
assuming leadership in the Christian 
Church, whatever form that may-take. If a 
person is possessed of the love of God and 
driven by a sense of mission to witness to 
that love, he will have no need to seek 
leadership—he will be unable to escape 
it. 


His problem is always to retain both 
balance and perspective when the focus of 
others comes to rest upon his person 
rather than on the divine source of the 
attraction. _ a 

It is not easy to ‘‘detréase’ So°tHat? he 
may increase,’’ as John the Baptist must 
have been aware, but there is no other 
way to be true to the Christian calling. It is 
the gauge and the evidence of love, that 
one’s thought is always first for the 
beloved, that the glory is unstintingly his.

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Will there be enough priests, sisters 10 years from now? 


is the Church in the United States still 
experiencing a manpower crunch? 


According to Dr. Carroll W. Tageson, one of three 
authors of a study on religious vocations conducted 
by the University of Notre Dame, a very real crisis in 
religious vocations still exists and its total impact 
will not be felt for another five to 10 years. \ 


SPEAKING recently in St. Louis to the National 
Conference of Diocesan Vocations Directors, 
‘attended by Father Neal T. Dolan of the San Diego 
diocese, Dr. Tageson said the crisis is ‘‘one of 
manpower’’—a quantitative crisis. The study, he 
said, did not try to measure whether there is a 
‘qualitative crisis’’. 

Another of the study’s authors, Dr. John P. Koval, 
also addressed the vocations directors. 

The loss of priest manpower through resignations 


is aconcern, ‘‘but the real problem is-the drop-in the 
number of entrances into the diocesan and religious 


"seminaries as far as the priesthood is concerned,’’ 


Dr. Tageson said. 


HE SAID statistics show the most significant drop 
has occurred during the past seven years, with the 
number of entrances into the seminaries falling 50 
per cent. - 


The consequences of that drop are going to be felt 
in the next five to ten years, as these men move on 
through the seminary system, stay or leave, he said. 
“It will beat that time particularly that the 
manpower crunch will be felt.’’ 


Dr. Tageson said religious communities are 
“hurting more than the diocesan priesthood because 
they have lost significantly more people, not so 
much from-the priesthood as from the ranks of 
brothers and sisters.’’ 


THOSE TWO latter groups ‘‘have lost greatly and 
have also been hurt by the lack of people coming to 
them. One study indicates their losses may exceed 
80 per cent,’’ he said. 


Dr. Koval, co-author of the study, presenting part 
.of the 111-page study that deals with understanding 
the vocation crisis, said the parish structure and the 
educational structure were once two fundamental 


..4supportive- systems for vocations, but now ‘‘the

process and experiences of all of us. Fundamentally, 
it was a protective system. 


“THE IDEOLOGIES supported a way of thinking of 
the priesthood in terms of what you were going to do 
for the rest of your life, and any other possibilities 
failed to measure up to the one glorious possibility 
that you would become a priest. This was taken as a 
reality for young people and the system supported 
that reality.’’ 


Another element he said aided Catholic vocations 


were nice kids, had good parents, modestly good 
grades, were the servers at 6:30 Mass. Usually a nun 
would finger the eighth-grade male, the priest would 
contact the parents...the press was very real then,’’ 
he explained. 


Dr. Koval said the ‘‘early identification system’’ 
no longer exists. He’ pointed out that roughly 
one-third of present priests entered the seminary 
when they were 13 or 14 years old, but ‘‘changes in 
society have decreased the likelihood that males will 
choose the priesthood as a vocation at such an early 


age. ‘‘Cultural change says now that education does 
not end with 12th grade any more. Everyone who 
has the ability should go on to college.”’ 


Today, he explained, religious vocations are 
sought from 22 or 23-year-olds who are already 
looking at the world of reality. ‘‘The 13, 14 or 18, 
19-year-olds are likely to be more idealistic in their 
view of the world.”’ 


He said the social process today works against 
religious vocations. ‘’At 22 you have a stake in your 
future in a different way. You are more conservative 
in your approach as.to how you are going to lock in 
your life. At 22 you are not only thinking about a job 
and a career, but you get married, the system says.” 


DR. KOVAL said ‘‘what is needed is not the 
answer to the question ‘What is wrong with young 
people today?’ What we need to know are the 
conditions in our society that begin to provide 
support systems for thinking through and examining 
life commitments. How do you begin to build or 
address systems of support for ideologies that move 
in these (religious vocation) directions?’’ 


Dr. Tageson predicted that in the future 
‘‘“vocations will come from older age groups. What is 
needed is a (ministerial) presence on college 
campuses — including secular colleges—and | mean 
presence, not simply an occasional display booth. 
Advertising, posters and pamphlets are not going to 
bring in religious vocations; constant presence is.’’

Question: 

During the summer two of my Catholic 
friends married divorced men at a nuptial 
Mass. What is the official teaching of the 
Church on this matter? 

A validly married person who obtains a 
divorce may not remarry because the 
marriage bond still exists. Investigation 
may reveal, however, that the first 
marriage was, for some reason, invalid. In 
such an event, the Church gives a 
declaration of nullity. The point is, 
therefore, that in the above situation it 
may well be that the ‘‘divorced men’”’ 
were never married in the eyes of the 
Church to begin with. Each case, obvious- 
ly; must be examined carefully. 


Question: 
Can non-Catholic friends be chosen as 
best man and matron of honor? _ 

“Fhe document with the impressive title, 


“Directory for the Application of the 
Decisions of Second Ecumenical Council 
of the Vatican Concerning Ecumenical 
Matters’’ has two pertinent paragraphs: 


‘Brethren of other churches may act as 
bridesmaid or best man at a wedding in a 
Catholic church. A Catholic too can be 
best man or bridesmaid at a marriage 


. properly celebrated among separated 


brethren.’’ (n.49) 


“The separated brethren may act as 
‘official’ witnesses (bridesmaid or best 


_man) at a Catholic marriage, and Catholics 


at a marriage which is properly celebrated 
between our-separated brethren.’’*(n.. 58) 


Question: 
Is it true that Catholics can get married in 
a Protestant church? 


In January, 1971, the American bishops 


directed that ‘‘where there are serious 
difficulties in observing the Catholic 
canonical form (i.e., marriage in a 
Catholic church) in a mixed marriage, the 
local Ordinary of the Catholic party or ‘of 
the place where the marriage is to occur 
may dispense the Catholic from the 
observance of the form for a just pastoral 
cause.”” 


The guidelines give several reasons for 
a dispensation—for example, to achieve 
family harmony,’’to permit the marriage 
in a church that has particular importance 
to the non-Catholic.’’ The decision is left 
up to the bishop in each case. When a 
dispensation is granted; ‘‘it is not 
permitted to have two religious marriage 
services or to have a_single service in 
which both the Catholic marriage ritual 
and a non-Catholic marriage ritual are 
celebrated jointly or successively.’’

Dissent hinders evangelization—Archbishop Quinn 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—Participants in the 
World Synod of Bishops, meeting here to 
examine ‘‘Evangelization in the Modern 
World’’, voted last week to end discussion 
on the theology of evangelization and to 
move on to drafting proposals for the synod 
document. 


U.S. Latin-rite delegates to the synod 
include Archbishops John Quinn of Oklaho- 
ma City and Joseph Bernardin of Cincinnati, 
Cardinals John Krol of Philadelphia, John 
Carberry of st. Louis and John Dearden of 
Detroit. 


SUMMARIZING findings of synod com- 
mittees to date, Archbishop Bernardin 
stressed the relationship between ecumen- 
ism and evangelization while Archbishop 
Quinn asked that the Holy See’s representa- 
tives and theologians seek ‘‘consensus and 
understanding’’ concerning dissent within 
the Church. 


In his summary, Archbishop Bernardin 
said, “‘Ecumenism is in danger today; 
nevertheless, the ecumenical movement 
must go on and, in our time, ecumenism 
must have its focus not only on churches but 
on the human person as well.”’ 


He said initial enthusiasm for ecumenism 
had waned because of disappointment at its 
slender results or suspicion by both 
Catholics and Protestants of subtle betrayal 
of their beliefs. 


“THE ECUMENICAL movement must go 
on... Overriding all defects is the will of 
Christ...,’’ he said. ‘‘The precise form unity 
will take is not clear, but it is clear that unity 
cannot be achieved by compromise, that is, 
by relinquishing what is inseparable from 
Catholic existence... 


“But the churches must proclaim to the 
world that, in the midst of our dismaying 
divisions, we all preach only one name under 
heaven by which all must be saved.’’ 


Archbishop Quinn said that ‘‘dissent 
touches all aspects of Church life...and has a 
profound effect on the church’s mission to 
evangelize. 


‘““WE MUST distinguish,’’ he said, ‘‘The 
Church’s power and authority to demand 
obedience in the practical order, the 
Church’s authority to require intellectual 
assent to a teaching, and the Church’s right 


and authority to adopt a position in a 
doctrinal matter or in a matter of morality 
without reaching the point where the Pope 
makes a formal proclamation. 


“There is real need to arrive at some 
consensus and understanding about dissent; 
there is need for new norms which do justice 
tothe exigencies of faith and to the teaching 
authority of the Church but which are 
realistic in the age of electronic media and 
instant ;communication.”’ 


Evangelization in education 


Before voting to end discussions on the 
theology of evangelization, the synod 
delegates heard reports from various 
sources including the superior general of the 
Society of Jesus who urged that the Church 
must strongly re-emphasize evangelization 
in Christian education, especially . higher 
education. 


Father Pedro Arrupe, SJ, maintained that 
the Catholic university presents an ‘‘enor- 
mous -possibility’’ for evangelizing. ‘‘The 
Church must make an effort to be present in 
the universities if it wants to meet the new 
generation effectively and understand the 
vital strength of the modern world.’’ 
Evangelizing politicians, others 

In other reports to the delegates, Father 
Arrupe and Cardinal Pericle Felici, presi- 
dent of the Vatican’s Commission for the 
Revision of Canon Law, urged the 
evangelization of special interest groups 
ranging from politicians to prostitutes. 


FATHER ARRUPE said there is ‘a need to 
evangelize ‘‘men of science, artists and 
politicians’’ as well as the poor because ‘‘the 
intellectual sectors of society determine the 
orientation of minds and of the world.”’ 


Cardinal Felici urged the synod to follow 
Christ’s example and evangelize porstitutes. 
“They are often poor and despised by 
others, therefore works of evangelization 
and liberation for them are urgent.”’ 
Canon law report 

Cardinal Felici also reported to the synod 
on the status of the current revision of the 
code of canon law. He said no concrete date 
could be given for completion of the revision 
of the code promulgated in 1917. 


“IT IS THE prudent opinion of the

bishops,’’ he said, ‘‘that the fundamental 
law should have a constitutional, juridical 
character.’’ He added that the fundamental 
law would be based on Church doctrine and 
on Vatican II teachings, but would not 
contain ‘‘declarations in the doctrinal 
order.”’ 


The Jesus movement 


Cardinal Carberry told the delegates that 
the Jesus movement among young people is 
a sign of hope, but he stressed the need to go 
deeper into Christ’s ‘‘internal, supernatural 
teachings.”’ 


He said thousands of young people have 
been attracted to the Jesus movement, 
“which is good,’’ but he noted that many of 
the more traditional devotions such as to that 
of the Sacred Heart and noyenas have 
diminished. ‘‘Indeed, youth scarcely knows 
them and many of our faithful regret their 
passing.”’ 

Focus on hunger 


Archbishop William E. Power of Antigon- 
ish, Nova Scotia, told the synod that there is 
a growing chasm between “‘affluent, overfed 
nations and the ‘less wealthy, famished 
peoples of the world.”’ 


Canadian bishops, he said, have asked, 


_ the synod to 


their fellow citizens and their government to 
modify affluent life-styles and to develop a 
new pattern of ‘‘caring, .sharing and 
sparing.”’ 

HE SUGGESTED that this shouldbe. a 
common goal of the universal Church and 
asked: ‘‘If we cannot unite in the struggle to 
find daily bread for all, where will we ever 
find unity? It is not enough to give surplus 
bread to others; rich nations must help other 
nations make their own bread.’’ 


He remarked that mankind is both 
“materially and spiritually hungry,’’ and 
concluded that God ‘‘has chosen to still both 
kinds of hunger with ‘His Son, the Living 
Bread’.”’ 


Renewing Christian commitments 


Belgian Cardinal Joseph Suenens asked 
consider renewing the 
commitments of Baptism and Confirmation 
at periodic ceremonies of dedication to 
Christ marking important moments in a 
Christian’s life. 


He said: ‘‘Today’s Christians are less and 
less hereditary Christians. To remain 
Christians they must be invited one day or 
another, perhaps several times, to reconse- 
crate themselves to God and to Christ.”
